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THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART RECEIVES $5,000 JAPAN FOUNDATION GRANT 

The Cleveland Museum of Art has received a $5,000 grant from The Japan 
Foundation to strengthen its Library resources on Japanese art. 

The Museum Library is a major research collection of 100,000 volumes 
covering the history of art. The Library contains 4000 volumes on Japanese 
art in both Japanese and English, and continues to acquire books on Japanese 
art as well as subscribing to approximately twenty-five periodicals concerned 
with Japanese art. "Although the Library has important resources and historically 
has collected Japanese materials, gaps remain in its coverage of Japanese art," 
reports Jack Perry Brown, Head Librarian. "The Japan Foundation grant will 
help us in our efforts to acquire the resources needed for teaching and 
research while maintaining current levels of acquisition to keep pace with new 
scholarship," he states. 

The constantly growing Japanese art collection at The Cleveland Museum 
of Art includes 160 paintings, 150 ceramic objects, 500 prints, 56 sculptures, 
and approximately 1300 objects in decorative arts and other media. 

Japanese art is a regular part of the curriculum in the joint graduate 
and undergraduate degree program in art history offered by the Museum in 
cooperation with Case Western Reserve University. In addition, the Museum 
offers courses and programs to the general public on Japanese art and culture, 
while Japanese cinema is a part of the Museum's on-going film program. The 
Museum's Department of Extensions Exhibitions offers exhibits on Japanese art 
to public schools in the Cleveland area, and the Museum itself has held many 
important and well-received exhibitions of Japanese art in recent years. 
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
